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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 29 is allowed because the art suggests using a HOPE binder having a melt 
flow index of 0.001 - 500 g/1 0 min, not a binder with zero melting index. 

All of applicants arguments urging allowance of claim 29 were unpersuasive 
because Markell describes forming agglomerates without any consolidation pressure 
(col 5 line 29) after forming a flowable filter material (col 5 line 22) comprised of the 
inorganic particles and binder. 

4147624 to Model! is cited (col 7 line 37) for the recognition that "activated 
carbon" is an inorganic [sic] material. Organic materials require carbon and hydrogen.
